Mrs.  Hope,  Gentlemen, 

In  presenting  the  report  for  the  year  1961, 

I wish  to  thank  Mr.  Chillingford  for  his  section,  and 
for  the  work  he  has  done  during  the  year. 

Little  of  note  is  recorded  in  the  statistical 
section;  where  large  divergencies  occur  from  the 
England  and  Hales  figures,  they  are  due  to  the  smallness 
of  the  figures  involved. 

A number  of  houses  were  built  at  Hergest 
to  replace  the  hutments  there,  but  so  far  no  houses 
have  been  built  to  replace  decrepit  and  crumbling  old 
houses,  elsexdiere . Experience  in  other  districts  shows 
that  there  are  a great  number  of  properties  scattered 
throughout  rural  areas  which  are  quite  unfit  for 
habitation  and,  of  course,  this  district  is  not  in  any 
way  different.  It  is  common  to  find  that  this 
problem  is  tied  up  with  the  housing  of  old  people, 
as  such  tend  to  be  found  in  unsatisfactory  houses. 

I think  that  the  Council  should  consider 
the  possibility  of  a grouped  housing  scheme  for  old 
people  within  the  County  Council's  scheme.

HOUSING- 

The  twentysix  houses  at  Hergest  Camp  were  completed 
and  occupied,  as  were  also  the  four  at  Staunton-on- Arrow. 

There  remained  at  the  end  of  the  year  nine  hutments  only 
at  the  Camp  on  lease  to  the  Council,  the  remainder  having 
been  handed  over  to  the  -owner  of  the  land. 

Eight  houses  were  completed  by  private  enterprise, 
and  four  others  were  under  construction  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Fourteen  applications  for  improvement  grants  towards 
the  cost  of  improvements  to  private  dwellings  were  received 
during  the  year.  These  were  all  approved,  the  amount 
granted  being  £5,081.  Twentyone  applications  for  Standard 
Grants  were  also  received  and  approved,  amounting  to  £2,405* 

The  total  grant  for  the  year  being  £7,486.  This  reflects 
most  favourably  on  the  general  trend  of  improvements  to 
private  dwellings  which  is  going  on  throughout  the  district.
